In a swift reaction to the

half-dozen major steel firms 
raised prices on all or some 
of their products. The price 
hikes were 
attributed,

contract. 
Second-ranked Bethlehem 
Steel announced Friday that 
it had raised prices on a 
variety of steel products and 
a 9 per cent boost on rolled 
s te e l 
was

National 
Steel,

The new hike 
boosts base prices on sheet, 
strip, structural and plate 
products an average of 6.7 
per cent. 
National had raised the

U nited 
Steelworkers 
President I.W. Abel denied 
Friday that the settlement 
was inflationary. “The fact

Under

agreement, 
workers received a 6.8 per 
cent hourly wage hike—28 
c e n t s — 
W e d n e s d a y . 
Em ployes 
will 
get

additional 16 cents an hour 
Aug. 1, 1976, and again Aug. 
1, 1976. The average pay of a 
steelworker 
was $4.42 per 
hour under the old contract. 
The settlement includes 
a 
revised 
cost-of-living 
f o r m u l a

1-cent-an-hour pay boost for 
each 0.35 point rise in the

index, 
instead of

Steelworkers also will get 
substantial improvements in 
fringe benefits, including a 
company-paid dental plan, 
increases in shift pay and a 
large boost in supplemental 
unemployment benefits. 
Abel said the contract

approved by a committee of 
600 local officials last month 
and that no further action

disease 
problems 
effecting 
soybean yield. This is more 
prevalent on the sandy and 
sandy 
loam, 
soils. 
The 
importance of the problem is 
paramount when considering 
the 
increased 
demand 
for 
soybean production. 
SBCN can cut yield by 50 
to 
75 
per 
cent or more 
depending on the severity of 
the 
population. The plants 
become yellow and stunted. 
The small, tan to yellowish 
brown, lemon- shaped cysts 
can be seen on the roots. 
What can we do to prevent 
this economic loss? First, use a 
resistant variety where Race 3 
is present, such as Dyer, Mack, 
Forrest, Pickett and Pickett 71. 
Also, 
in 
combination 
with 
these varieties, use a rotation 
w ith 
nonsusceptible 
crops 
(cotton, com, grain sorghum, 
wheat), if possible. A rotation 
not only lowers the nematode 
population, but also aids soil 
fertility and structure. 


The soybean cyst nematode 
like many 
other pathogens 
(disease causing agents) have 
the capacity to change to meet 
its environmental conditions. 
Through time, it changes to 
break 
down 
the resistance 
m echanism s 
of 
resistant 
varieties, and thus they fall 
susceptible to the pathogen. 
This is what has happened to 
the present resistant varieties. 
Now Race 4 of the SBCN 
has developed. We have no 
varieties resistant to Race 4. If 
you have to plant a Race 3 
resistant variety (Dyer, Mack, 
Forrest, Pickett) on the same 
field for about 4 years with no 
rotation, the chances of having 
race 4 are good. I found several 
fields 
where 
Race 
4 
was 
present in Mississippi County 
last year. 
What can we do to combat 
race 4 SBCN and still produce 
a crop of soybeans? We have 
three 
choices, 
rotation, 
nematicide or a combination. 
First, consider a rotational 
plan for the field. This should 
be at least a 4-year duration. 
That is one year in soybeans 
and 3 years in a nonsusceptible 
crop. This reduces nematode 
nooulation, because for three 


years there is no host on which 
they can feed and reproduce. 
Secondly, a nematicide can 
be used. Three quarts DBCP 
(Fumazone or Nemagon) is 
recommended per acre. 
The liquid concentrates can 
be applied through a gravity 
flow 
applicator such as 
a 
Carter- 
Matic 
and 
knifed 
directly into the soil 8-10 
inches 
deep. 
This may be 
applied when hipping or when 
planting. 
When applying nematicides 
at planting, place them two 
inches to the side and 8-10 
inches below the row. The 
liquid EC material is mixed 
with 
water 
and 
knifed or 
incorporated 
in 
the 
soil. 
Regular pre- emerge pumps and 
water tanks can be used in this 
treatment. 
The 
activity 
of 
these 
compounds is about four to six 
weeks. This allows time for the 
soybean 
root 
system 
to 
become established. However, 
the nematode population will 
begin to build up after this six- 
week period, but a crop of 


soybeans can be made. 
At planting is the preferable 
time 
to 
apply nematicides. 
Tests indicate an increase of 
four to 10 bushels per acre 
increase in yield, depending on 
certain conditions where SBCN 
is a problem. 
Where we have SBCN, we 
can control them by using 
resistant varieties if Race 3 is 
present, or with nematicides 
and crop rotation if Race 4 is 
present.

The May 10 planting 
was not as much of a gamble as 
the late May planting. We hope 
we won’t have to give such 
high odds this year.

season. Planting seed, fertilizer, 
weed control chemicals and 
other crop supplies are scarce 
and high- priced, so replanting 
will be extremely costly.

recommended 
practices that

soybean stands this season: 
1. Practice crop rotation. 
Soybean diseases live from one 
season to the next on crop 
residues in the soil. Unless 
beans are rotated with other 
crops, the disease infestation 
continues to build up and yield 
losses continue to grow. In 
addition to 
disease control 
benefits, crop rotation also 
assists in cyst nematode and 
weed control and facilitates the 
highest possible returns from 
soybean fertilization. 
2. Use soybean varieties 
which are resistant to disease 
problems known to exist in 
specific fields. 
3. 
Plant 
seed 
of good 
quality 
(including 
a 
good 
germination.) 
4. Plant treated seed. This is 
especially important in case 
seed 
is 
of 
poor 
quality, 
including 
poor germination. 
Seed treatment fungicides help 
to prevent diseases caused by 
organisms carried on the seed 
surface which reduces seed rot 
and increases germination. 
A number of fungicides are 
suggested 
for 
this purpose, 
including 
Captan, 
Thiram, 
Captan + Thiram, Terrachlor, 
Chloranil and Chloraneb. These 


fungicides 
are listed 
under 
various trade names, but the 
fungicide 
involved 
may

found on the container label. 
5. Plant seed in a warm soil. 
More time is required for seed 
to germinate and come up 
under

temperature 
conditions than is required in a 
warm soil. This allows more 
time for seed to be attacked by 
various diseases which results 
in poor stands and disease 
infestations that affect beans 
throughout the growing season.

6. Use a soil fungicide. 
When used in addition to the 
seed treatment, an in- furrow

applied at planting will provide 
added protection to seedling 
soybean plants against seedling 
disease 
organisms. 
This 
treatment can make a very 
significant difference in the 
stand obtained. Fungicides that 
can be used in this manner 
include Captan and Demosan. 
In 
case 
the in- furrow 
treatment cannot be used, a 
planter box application of soil 
fungicide will provide better 
protection 
than 
the 
seed 
t r e a t m e n t 
alone. 
This 
treatment is made by mixing 
the fungicide dust with the 
seed in the planter box at 
planting. 
Fungicides 
suggested 
for

treatment 
include 
Terrachlor Super X, Captan, 
Captan + PCNB, Captan + 
Maneb, Chloranil, Maneb and 
Zineb. These fungicides are 
also listed under various trade 
names, 
but 
the 
fungicide 
involved may be found on the 
container label. 


Some 
of the 
fungicides 
suggested for use on soybeans 
may be found in mixtures with 
molybdenum. 
Molybdenum 
can be expected to increase 
bean yields if applied to acid 
soils. In tests conducted in 
Stoddard County on soils with 
a PH of 5.5 or lower, the 
application of this element has 
increased bean yields six to 
seven bushels per acre. 
Research results indicate 
that no yield increase can be 
expected 
from 
the use of 
molybdenum on well limed 
soils with a PH of 6.0 to 6.5.

SBCN can cut yield by 50 
to 
75 
per 
cent

more 
depending on the severity of

become yellow and stunted. 
The small, tan to yellowish 
brown, lemon- shaped cysts 
can be seen on the roots. 
What can we do to prevent 
this economic loss? First, use a 
resistant variety where Race 3 
is present, such as Dyer, Mack, 
Forrest, Pickett and Pickett 71. 
Also, 
in 
com bination 
with 
these varieties, use a rotation 
w ith 
nonsusceptible 
crops 
(cotton, corn, grain sorghum, 
wheat), if possible. A rotation 
not only lowers the nematode 
population, but also aids soil 
fertility and structure. 


The soybean cyst nem atode 
like 
many 
other 
pathogens 
(disease causing agents) have 
the capacity to change to meet 
its environmental conditions. 
Through time, it changes to 
break 
down 
the 
resistance 
m e c h a n ism s 
o f 
resistant 
varieties, and thus they fall 
susceptible to the pathogen. 
This is what has happened to 
the present resistant varieties. 
Now Race 4 of the SBCN 
has developed. We have no 
varieties resistant to Race 4. If 
you have to plant a Race 3 
resistant variety (Dyer, Mack, 
Forrest, Pickett) on the same 
field for about 4 years with no 
rotation, the chances of having 
race 4 are good. I found several 
fields 
where 
Race 
4 
was 
present in Mississippi County 
last year. 
What can we do to combat 
race 4 SBCN and still produce 
a crop of soybeans? We have 
th re e 
c h o ic e s, 
ro tatio n , 
nem aticide or a com bination. 
First, consider a rotational 
plan for the field. This should 
be at least a 4-year duration. 
That is one year in soybeans 
and 3 years in a nonsusceptible 
crop. This reduces nem atode 
nooulation, because for three 


years there is no host on which 
they can feed and reproduce. 
Secondly, a nematicide can 
be used. Three quarts DBCP 
(Fum azone 
or 
Nemagon) is 
recommended per acre. 
The liquid concentrates can 
be applied through a gravity 
flow 
applicator 
such 
as 
a 
Carter- 
Matic 
and 
knifed 
directly 
into 
the 
soil 
8-10 
inches 
deep. 
This 
may 
be 
applied when hipping or when 
planting. 
When applying nematicides 
at planting, place them two 
inches to the side and 8-10 
inches below th e row. The 
liquid EC material is mixed 
with 
water 
and

Regular pre- emerge pumps and 
water tanks can be used in this 
treatm ent.

weeks. This allows time for the

However, 
the nematode population will 
begin to build up after this six- 
week period, but a crop of 


soybeans can be made. 
At planting is the preferable

Tests indicate an increase of 
four to 10 bushels per acre 
increase in yield, depending on 
certain conditions where SBCN 
is a problem. 
Where we have SBCN, we
